A Wild Pigeon Roost. 


For the past ten days the annual mi- 
jgrution of wild pigeons, to the forest re- 
igions of the Alleghany mountains, has 
| been going on, and according to the Vews, 
of Cumberland, Md., the town of Osk® 
land, in that State, and the farm of Mr. 
Wm. Schley, bave become the temporary 
nocturnal roosting place of the birds. 

The pigeons collect nightly on a tract 
of ground covered with alder bushes, oc- 
cupying about six acres. The pigeons 
first appeared about ten days ago in 
countless flocks. The Cumberland Vews 
says: The inflocking pigeons gradually 
settle down upon the bashes, antil they 
are bent to the ground by the weight of 
the birds. Still more pigeons come fly- 
ing in from distant points, and continue 
settle down upon the already living 
the whole five or six acres 
are completely covered. So great is the 
number of birds that they pile upon each 
other, in places from one to two feet in 
depth. The pigeons continue flockiog ia 
and settling upon and among each other 
from about 4 o'clock in the afternoon un- 
til night-fall, when at last they become 
still and prepared for their night’s rest.

The Great Fire in Boston. 


One of the most serious fires that has 
ever visited Boston, occurred on Satur- 
dsy night and Sonday last. The im- 
mense light it made caused an alarm in 
this place, and several of the fire com- 
panies started with their tubs, but soon 
found it too far off for them to be of any 
service. Soon after the alarm was given, 
between nine and ten o'clock, hundreds of 
our citizens went upon Presidents hill to 
get a view of it. From there the State| 
House and Park Street Church could be; 
very distinctly seen, and farther beyond 
Charlestown Monument but not so plainly. 
On the arrival of the ten o'clock train 
from the city, news was brought that 
Beeston was all ablaze, and the fire was 
beyond the control of the firemen. This 
news produced the wildest excitment, and 
many of our people prepared to visit the 
“bub.” Before the train left at 10.30 
r. wu. bundreds of our citizens bid their 
wives adieu, and had assembled at the) 
depot ready for a start for the scene of 
conflagration. Never have we seen the 
Quincy station more crowded with men 
than on this evening. 

On arriving in Boston what a grand 
and yet solemn sight presented itself to 
their view. A large part of Summer, 
High and Devonshire streets were in 
fall blaze. The streets 
with human beings, all anxious to lend a 
helping band, or catch a glimpse of the 
beavy blocks being rapidly swept away | 
by the devouring flames.

The fire originated in a building on| 
the easterly corner of Summer and 
Kingston streets, but how, has not been 
accurately determined.

Beware of Green Wall Papers. 


A physician in Western Massachusetts 
recently had a lady patient who, for sev- 
eral weeks, had been sufferiog from nau- 
sea, general prostration, and other symp- 
toms of slow poisoning. Failing to dis- 
cover the cause of the symptoms, says 
the Hartford Courant, as « last resort the 
doctor requested her to remove from her 
chamber, the walls of which were cover- 
ed with paper ofa very light shede of 
green, so light, indeed, that im the eve- 
ning it could scarcely be distinguished 
from white. After leaving the room the 
symptoms immediately disappeared, aad 
the patieot rapidly recovered. A sample 
of the paper was forwarded for analysis 
to the State chemist at Hartford (Mr. 
Joseph Hall, of the High School), and 
was found to contain a large quantity of 
Mr. Hall obtained the powwon 
in the various forms of metallic arsenic, 
yellow tersulphite, silver arsenite and 
arsenious acid or common white arsenic. 
He estimates that every square foot of 
this innocent-looking paper contained aa 
amount of the poison equivalent to five 
grains of arsenious acid, or double the 
fatal dose for an adult person. This, ia 
the moist warm weather of last July and 
August, was amply sufficient to keep the 
air of a room constantly impregaated 
with the poison, and aay person occupy- 
ing such a room would be as certainly 
poisoned as though the arseaic had been 
taken into the stomach.

India Tea vs. Chinese Tea. 


A Glasgow correspondent furnishes 
the foliowing on this subject, testifying to 
the parity of Indian tea : 

“During a sojourn of several years 
among the tea districts of India, I visited 
scores of the tea plantations, and saw the 
tea leaf undergoing the various processes 
of manufacture, from the green state as 
it comes from the shrubs to the final dry- 
ing and packing, and I have never seen a 
leaf, other than that of the tea shrub 
being converted into tea.” The corres- 
pondent of the London Grocer farther 
says: “I have forwarded from 70,000 
to 80,000 chests of tea for shipment to 
this country, and can safely affirm that 
not one of them contained an ounce of 
anything other than the pure tea made 
from the green leaf of the tea ‘shrub.— 
Last year 16,000,000 lbs. of tea were 
sent from India to this country, and it is 
expected that the crop this season will
